3. And for another reason we raise 
our voices in protest; and that is: the 
pious frauds which gave origin and 
color to the doctrine of Transubstan- 
tiation, Nothing was left undone by 
Rome to strengthen the “Eucharistic 
idolatry.” Impiety, falsehood, de- 
ception, are at the bottom of the 
Ikucharistic celebration. Let us recall 
a little history. 

In the twelfth century a general 
practise sprung up to pretend that in 
the breaking of the “wafer” real blood 
had gushed out, and that real pieces of 
Jesus’ flesh were found between the 
fingers of the priest. The fable of 
St. Anthony, of Padua, who found the 
Child Jesus in his arms is too well 
known among Roman Catholics to 
waste time in speaking of it. It is 
said that St. Theresa likewise saw the 
Child Jesus in the wafer. I saw one 
of these pious frauds when visiting 
Orvieto, Italy. In 1263 a priest at 
Solsena, a place near by, who was 
skeptical as to the truth of Transubstan- 
tiation, was one day saying Mass, when 
suddenly as he broke the wafer it be- 
came flesh in his hands, and blood 
dropped from it on the “corporal” or 


cloth of the altar. Pope Urban IV de- 
clared at once this miracle a true one, 
and gave orders for the erection of 
Orvieto’s Cathedral with a special 
chapel, in which was to be preserved the 
blood-stained corporal used by the 
priest at Bolsena. This cloth I have 
seen lying in a large silver box in the 
“cappella del corporale” of that beauti- 
ful church. I take the following from 
“The Catholic World,” June, 1926, 
p. 362: “During the Eucharistic Con- 
gress held in June, 1911, in the City 
of Madrid, Spain, a public reparation 
was made to the ‘Sagrada Forma.’ This 
is a miraculous Host from which blood 
issued forth when in 1525, at Gorgum, 
soldiers of Zwinglius trampled it on the 
ground. It was sent to Philip II, of 
Spain, by the Emperor Rudolph II, of 
Germany, and is kept in the chapel of 
the Royal Palace. The Host is still 
intact, and is publicly exposed twice a 
year.” Shall, then, we Protestants be 
indifferent to the spreading and to the 
glorification of these pious frauds, of 
this manifest idolatry, of this outrage 
to human reason and to Divine majesty? 
Shall we permit the deception of many 
of our citizens, without attempting at 
least to enlighten them? 

4. But there is even a more urgent 
reason for our protest, and that is the 
mental and political aspect of the 
Eucharistic Congress. | Why is this 
palpable falsehood of Transubstan- 
tiation made the soul and center of the 
Roman Catholic faith, and so desper- 
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ately insisted on that the Church is 
prepared to kill all who deny it? There 
is only one answer possible. “Because 
of the power it gives the priests over 
the souls, bodies and purses of their 
followers.” 

The one supreme object of the 
|-ucharistic Congress is to magnify the 
power of the priests and of the Hier- 
archy of Rome. _ Transubstantiation 
makes the priest omnipotent. As Pope 
Urban II has said: “The hands of the 
priest are raised to an eminence 
granted to none of the angels—that of 
creating God, the Creator of all things.” 
So that in the estimation of all real 
koman Catholics the priest takes the 
place of God. An intelligent woman 

Milan, speaking of the submissive 
spirit of the people, said once to me, 
“the priest is their god.” Let me still 
further illustrate this by a passage 
from the Catechism of Perseverance 

the Abbe Gaume—Vol. IV, p. 288. 


“What language of man can tell 
the dignity of the priesthood, and 
the greatness of the priest? 

‘Adam was great as the estab- 
lished king of the universe. . . 
Moses was great, who, by a word, 
divided the waters of the sea, and 
made an entire people to pass be- 
tween their suspended masses.

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all the teaching that your priests have built upon the words “This is my 
body,” to be found in your own New Testament. Although your priests 
declare the Mass to be the central feature of your whole religious cult, 
neither Peter, James nor John, who were actually present at the Last Supper, 
say a single word about it in any of their epistles, and Peter himself on the 
Day of Pentecost said not a word either about it or the power claimed by 
your priests to forgive sins. 

Sut if you did not see Christ Himself at Chicago, or in your own church 
the last time you went, it is gloriously true that you can see our Lord with 
the eyes of your soul, and that the results of the interview may change your 
whole life, by the gift of salvation that you may receive. While thousands 
of your people saw the consecrated wafer carried by the Papal Legate, with- 
out getting the slightest spiritual benefit, in many a gathering in mission 
services, sinners knelt before the living Christ, in response to His invitation 
to them to “come to” Him, and went away “new creatures” because He had 
“saved” them from the guilt and power of sin. 

Many of you have been going to Mass and to confession for many years, 
yet spiritually you are no “better” than when you started. Year after year 
you have been confessing, in the main, the same transgressions, which, in- 
deed, the priest expects you to repeat even when he grants you absolution. 

The reason is that while you have seen the Host, you have never seen 
Christ Himself. You have never heard of a drunkard being delivered from 
the power of liquor, or of an openly “wicked” man being transformed into 
a really “good” man by adoring the Host. For the good reason, that the 
words of the priest made no real change in the wafer, and calling it the “bod 
and blood, soul and divinity” of our Lord did not make it so. 

It is for this reason that we read such sentences as these in a letter to 
“America,” in the issue of July 3, from X. F. R.: 


“A communication in your issue for June 5, by the Rev. F. M. Ménager, 
S.]., should cause a great stir in the ranks of the devout, for it is a timely 
criticism. The good priest gives a sincere and severe reprimand to the thou- 
sands of Catholics who with slight preparation rush up to the Holy Table, 
and rush out heedlessly and needlessly without a thought of thanksgiving 


aiter Mass. We also, and with distress, witnessed this seeming disrespec 


to the Divine Guest. We have seen those who had not time for five minut: 
adoration and prayer, loitering for long moments on the street and over t! 
breakfast table. We have likewise wondered and felt inclined to censure 
such behavior. ... We have witnessed in places absolute disrespect to the 
Blessed Sacrament. We have seen whole congregations rise and leave 
the mere mention of Benediction after Mass—sad to relate, the ‘devou 
female sex’ in the lead. We have seen women in trousers and bathing cap 
striding up our aisles, boldness personified, where angels fear to tread. We 
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have seen churches in country places, dirty, neglected. No evidence of a liv- 
ing faith in pastor or people. The altar where the living Christ reposed un- 
cared for, undecorated, save on some high feast day. No flowers where 
lowers abounded most, even the tabernacle light neglected.” 

The reason is not far to seek. These people have never really seen the 
living Christ in the Host and have never, therefore, received any spiritual 
blessing for their own souls and lives by attendance at Mass. Naturally, 
they cannot show gratitude for what they have not received. 

When St. Paul saw Christ in the Heavens while traveling to Damascus, 
his entire life was changed within what cannot well have been more than a 
number of minutes. When Christ appeared to him he was a persecutor; 
before he rose from the ground to which he had fallen from his horse, he 
acknowledged Jesus as “Lord,” and asked Him for instructions 


as to the 
form of service required of him. 


This is what evangelical Protestants call “conversion,” something very 
different to what your priests mean by the word. If the writer went to 
one of them for “instruction” in the doctrines of your Church, and after hear- 
ing what he had to say, decided to accept what he told me as being true 
an’ became a member of his congregation, he would call me a “convert.” 
But he would never even think of asking whether any spiritual revolution 
had taken place in my life because of what he had told me. It would be 
enough for him that I had decided to exchange one set of religious doctrines 
for another. 


But “seeing Jesus” in the true spiritual sense changes the whole life, be- 
cause sin has lost its power. When Christ, in response to the plea for sal- 
vation, says, “Thy sins are forgiven thee; go in peace and sin no more,” He 
breaks the power of sin over the life. The drunkard becomes a sober man; 
the lips of the foul-mouthed profane man become clean; the lazy man be- 
comes industrious, and the man who has failed in his duty to his wife and 
family becomes a good husband and father. Right in your own city you can 
find cases like this, if you think this is too good to be true.

Catholic peoples, whether Greek, Roman, cr of any other communion, 
the essential facts of New Testament Christianity, specially empha- 
sizing the following points: 


Christ’s Mission is an interdenominational work, bringing its activi- 
ties to bear as a connecting link between all Christians on the essential 
facts and doctrines of New Testament Christianity. Its motto is: “In 


things fundamental, unity; in things uncertain, liberty; in all things, 
unlimited charity.” 

[he principal points stressed in the teaching of Christ’’s Mission

1. That the word “religion” stands for the personal attitude of the in- 
dividual toward God.

2. That Jesus came to save every man, woman and child on earth from 
their sins, and that the Sacrifice on Calvary was made once for all. 

3. That every living being on earth can address the Saviour Himself 
direct, at any time, in any place, with the “certainty that the seeking 
Saviour will be “found” by the seeking sinner. 


4. That as the result of personal contact of any human soul with the 
divine power of Christ every man can live in the daily consciousness of 
the forgiveness of all past sin, of continual deliverance from the power of 
sin, of reconciliation with God, and a certainty that—the Blood of Christ 
having been accepted by God as atoning for all sin—the moment of death 
means the entrance upon the joys of Heaven. 


Dogmas of the Greek and Roman churches are seldom assailed as 
such, either on platform or in press, except in so far as “something 
better” as to religious experience is offered. 


The secondary purpose of Christ’s Mission is to enlighten non- 
Catholics everywhere as to Vatican-inspired activities against civil 
and religious liberty in all countries. In dealing with this subject 
_it carefully distinguishes between (1) the Roman Curia, (2) the 
¢ hierarchy, and (3) the laity. As to none of these does it assail 
individuals, but it speaks out plainly as to the nature of the politico- 
religious system in which they form three separate and distinct entities 
It always assumes that individuals are performing their duty to God 
as they see it—even in efforts to put the yoke of spiritual, intellectual 
and political bondage upon persons and peoples not yet subject to 
the Vatican. In no case does it connect any considerable percentage 
of the laity in any way with the political schemes of either the Vatican 
or the hierarchy. 


It believes itself to be the only institution in the United States 
laboring on these two lines of work, and confidently appeals for help 
in money, prayers, and the exercise of personal influence in behalf of 
its workers and its literature.
